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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hartmaier (US Pat# 6,553,022) in view of Leon (US Pat# 6,680,923) or Langseth et al. 
(US Pat# 6,694,316). 

Regarding claim 1 , Hartmaier teaches a method and apparatus for providing a 
connection to a data network comprising in (see figs. 1-3) wherein a call record data can 
be gathered by network elements including a local switch and sent along to elements 
including an authentication platform and finally to an ISP for billing purposes and 
according to Hartmaier, revenue sharing can be provided to compensate certain 
network elements/providers for services provided in (see col. Lines 62-col. 6 line 64, col. 
7 lines 11-15). 

Hartmaier fails to teach the possibility of providing Internet telephony and still 
implement revenue sharing. 

Leon teaches a communication system and method in (see figs. 1-2 and col. 4) 
wherein revenue sharing can be done. 
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Langseth et al. teaches a system wherein services including internet services 
can be provided and revenue sharing can be implemented in (see cols. 3-4, col. 8 lines 
31-39, col. 9 lines 28-50, col. 13, cols. 25 lines 58-col. 26, col. 27 line 45-col. 28). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
timer the invention was made to incorporate the teaching of either Langseth or Leon into 
that of Hartmaier thus making it possible to provide revenue sharing in any network 
environment to compensate network service providers for services provided when 
setting up communications using other's network resources. 

Regarding claims 2-10 and 12-19, see the explanation as set forth regarding the 
combination applied (see figs, of references, col. 6 of '022). 

Regarding claims 1 1 and 20-22, The combination including Hartmaier teaches for 
instance maintaining at a switch, billing data in (see col. 4 lines 9-1 1 ) and the examiner 
takes official notice that it's well known to bill user's based on connection time, number 
of bytes transmitted or on flat fee basis
